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A 23 year-old Lincoln man was sentenced to four years in jail and described by a judge 'as a merciless attacker', 
at Lincoln Crown Court last month. The sentence of four years is followed by a Probation Order for six years, which 
means that if he breaks the terms of the Probation Order he could be recalled immediately to prison. 

Alan Morton of Carholme Road, Lincoln, was convicted of attacking Brian Davis and his friend Steven Newell 
who were both beaten up in August 1993 as they left the Swiss Cottage pub in Newland, which is the regular venue 
for lesbian and gay discos in the city. Mr. Davis sustained a fractured skull and his friend a broken nose after the 
attack. 

The jury convicted Morton on charges of grievous bodily harm, assault and violent disorder by a majority of 10-2. 

However, three other assailants who were involved in the incident still remain free and it is believed that they all 
work together for a local grass contracting company. It is also known that this gang make a habit of harassing 
women in the area. 

One of the attackers was actually sitting in the public gallery and then came forward to give evidence for the 
defendant Morton. As a result of further information which has come to outright 1 , we can reveal that several of the 
queerbashers involved in this incident are also believed to have threatened to kill the landlord of the Swiss Cottage. 

A relieved Brian Davis said after the sentencing: "What they did to me and my friend was totally unacceptable. If 
I was black or a woman, society would not tolerate this kind of thing. There is no official backup for victims of 
queerbashing. I would have been happier if all four had 
been brought before the court. There comes a time when 
you have to take a stand, enough is enough." 
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POLICE TWIST 
KNICKERS 


A Court case was stopped in mid¬ 
stream by a Judge when he told Police 
prosecution witnesses to go away and 
sort themselves out. 

At the trial of Brian Sandell and Glyn 
Crowder, D.C. Stringer of Chesterfield 
Police was giving evidence to Notting¬ 
ham Crown Court late last month, when 
it became clear that he had mixed up 
some photos which allegedly related to 
evidence against Brian Sandell. The judge 
ordered the proceedings to be stopped 
immediately and told both defendants 
they were free to return to their bail 
addresses until a resumed hearing could 
be fixed. 

The case has now been going on since 
both men were arrested last October 
arising out of a police raid on Mr. 
Sandell's home in Higham. Initially both 
men were both remanded to Leicester 
Prison but, following their fourth court 
appearance, their bail applications were 
successful and they were allowed to 
return to homes of relatives in the area. 

Both men have now been brought 
before the Courts nine times during the 
last six months, each time being re¬ 
manded on bail, while the police asked 
for extra time to try and produce new 
evidence against them.

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TASTY GOBSMACKERS from Loretta Lard 

Well we did go overboard with the G&T's last time, so here's a nice little recipe which won't stretch your pocket. It's called 
'wartime bean roast'; and let's face it there's a poverty war on for many these days. So here goes. 


8 oz. butter beans, soaked, 
rinsed and cooked as usual 
2 oz. margarine 
1 onion, peeled and chopped 
4 oz. breadcrumbs 
4-6 tablespoons strongly fla¬ 
voured tomato or curry sauce 

Sea salt 

Freshly ground black pepper 
To finish: 

beaten egg and dried crumbs to 
coat 

A little margarine 
Serves 4 

Preheat the oven to 400F (200C), mark 6. Drain and mash 
the butter beans, but don't make them too smooth. Melt the 
margarine in a saucepan and fry the onion for about 10 
minutes, until it's soft, then add it to the butter beans, together 
with the breadcrumbs and enough of the sauce to flavour and 
bind the mixture; season with sea salt and freshly ground 
black pepper. Then form the mixture into a roll and clip it first 


in beaten egg and 
then into dried 
crumbs. Put the roll 
on to a well-greased 
baking sheet and dot 
it with a little extra 
margarine. 

Bake for about 45 
minutes in oven, until 
the roll is browned 
and crisp. Apple 
sauce goes well with 
this roast. It's also a 
good idea to serve with a good, tasty sauce, a spicy tomato 
one or a really well-flavoured gravy, perhaps. 

A tea-timely hint

May 1995 marks the centenary of the trials of Oscar Wilde. Already this year 
Wilde's genius as a writer and wit has been celebrated and commemorated with a 
stained glass window in Poets Corner in Westminster Abbey, much media coverage 
and an evening devoted to him on BBC2. 

To mark the anniversary of the trials, Eastwood Productions, in association with 
Take Away Theatre Company and The Filly and Firkin, Nottingham is performing 

'Fatal Friendship: the Story of 
Lord Alfred Douglas and Oscar 
Wilde' by the Nottingham play¬ 
wright Campbell Kay. 

It is 1931 and Lord Alfred 
Douglas - once "the most hand¬ 
some man in England" - faces a 
bleak future sharing a rented 
apartment in Hove with his eld¬ 
erly mother. Deserted by his 
friends and derided by his en¬ 
emies, his fortune and his looks 
squandered, Douglas reflects on 
his past life. A life forever domi¬ 
nated, it seems, by the memory of 
Oscar Wilde ana. the spectre of 
their love affair which so scandal¬ 
ised late nineteenth century Eng¬ 
lish society. In a spirited defence 
of their relationship, Douglas chal¬ 
lenges the popularly held view 
that he "ruined" Wilde and, in a 
detailed and frank confession of 
his sexuality and beliefs, invites a 
modern audience to confront their 
own prejudices.

Edited by Tamsin Wilton, University of the West of England, published by 
Routledge, January 1995. 

Immortal, Invisible is the first collection to bring together leading film-makers, 
academics and activists to discuss films by, for and about lesbians and queer 
women. The contributors debate the practice of lesbian and queer film making, 
from the queer cinema of Monika Treut to the work of lesbian film-makers Andrea 
Weiss and Greta Schiller. They explore the pleasures and problems of lesbian 
spectatorship, both in mainstream Hollywood films including Aliens and Red Sonja 
and in independent cinema from She Must be Seeing Things to Salmonberries and 
Desert Hearts.
